The next greatest religion, in point 


of numbers, to Taoism is the belief of 
Japan. Shlntoism. This has but 18,- 
000,000 believers. The Jewish faith 
now counts but half that number of 
adherents. But, unlike the oilier great 
religions, the followers of the teachings 
of Moses are not centered iu any par- 
ticular country, but are scattered all 
about the world. Compared with the 
foregoing, the religions of the Parsees, 
while one of the most beautiful the- 
oretically, has about the smallest fol- 
lowing of any distinct belief In the 
world, 150.000. This sect has its home 
in India and is best known to the out- 
side world by its curious burial cus- 
toms, the famed "towers of silence."

Watch Hie progress of the star, and the 


! instant it vanishes behind the lixed 


point the observer must n.->te the exact 
time it disappears. 
Watch the same 


stur the following night, and it will 
vanish behind the 'same object just 
three minutes aud flfty-six seconds 
sooner. 
If the timepiece marks 9 


o'clock wheu the star disappears oue 
night It should Indicate three minutes 
and fifty-six seconds less than 9 the 
following night. 
If several cloudy 


nights occur together, follow the first 
observation and deduct the product 
from clock time.to flnd the time the 
star will pass. 


Of, course the same star can only* be 


observed during a few weeks, for, as 
it gains nearly an hour in a fortnight. 
It will In a short time come to the 
meridian in broad daylight and be- 
come invisible. To make sure the ob- 
server is watching, a star Instead of a 
planet, he should notice that stars 
twinkle, whereas planets give a steady 
light because reflected, and, if he 
wishes further assurance, he may ob- 
serve that all fixed stars appear to 
maintain the same relative positions 
with regard to each other, most no- 
ticeable with the different stars in the 
constellations, 
whereas 
a 
planet 


changes its place with regard to the 
other stars. This method of verifying 
tune is easier and more reliable than 
the shadow on a sundial. In the fa- 
mous observatory at Greenwich, Eng- 
land, from which longitude Is counted, 
the clock by which chronometers are 
set Is regulated in Just about this man- 
ner, but over 200 of the fixed stars are 
observed. The observations are taken 
with a telescope, across the center of 
which Is the line of a spider's web to 
mark the meridian.—Marine Journal. 


The Enirllnh Lonjrbow. 


The range and power of the English 


longbow In'its palmiest days were ex- 
traordinary, notes a writer In Cham- 
bers' Journal. We have seen and han- 
dled one of these bows, said to have 
been used at Flodden. It measured 
six feet unstrung and the arrow three 
feet. 
The pull must have been quite 


100 pounds. To draw the cloth yard 
shaft on such a bow would probably 
defy the powers of even an exception- 
ally strong man nowadays. But good 
Bishop I.atimer in his well known eu- 
logy of English archery has shown us 
how from their boyhood Englishmen 
wore scientifically trained In the use 
of the bow till, like Justice Shallows 
jero, old Double, they could "clap in 
iie clout at twelvescore yards." Up 
!o what distance the old longbow wan 
really effective is a question not easy 
to answer, but from the data we pos- 
sess it may safely he assumed that 
against anything but armor of proof 
he cloth yard shaft was deadly up to 
300 yards, while for combined rapidity 
and efficiency in shooting no weapon 
could compare with the longbow till 
:.Ue introduction of the breechloader.

ALCOHOL FKO.M POTATOES. 


' Professor II. S. Wiley, chemist of the 
department of agriculture, has recent- 
ly made public some interesting facts 
connected witli the manufacture of al- 
colhol from corn and potatoes. 
He 


states that at present most of the 
alcohol produced iu the country is 
made from Indian corn, while the next 
most abundant possible source is the 
potato—wlilte, sweet or the yam. Some 
oue of these is grown iu almost every 
part of the United Stales, and tiiey 
constitute a cheap 
yet 
ennveulent 


source of manufacture. 
In the manu- 


facture of alcohol from potatoes the 
tubers are first reduced to a flue pulp, 
mixed with water and the starch con- 
verted Into sugary matter by heating 
with au acid. After the '-.niversion of 
starch into sugar, fmneutatlon takes 
place. 
This is usually conducted In 


large wooden vats of a size to corre- 
spond to tiie magnitude of Ihe distil- 
lery. 
Once started, fcrincutalioM pro- 


ceeds rapidly and is usually completed 
within 
forty-eight 
or 
seventy-two 


hours. From tills point the alcoltol is 
distilled in the same manlier as that 
derived 
from 
corn or other prod- 


ucts. Professor Wiley warns against 
individual attempts to manufacture 
alcohol and expresses the opinion that 
the manufacture will have to be car- 
ried on by distilleries located at points 
easilj* accessible lo those raising large 
quantities of corn, potaloes and olhcr 
raw materials.

It Is probable, in view of tb 
practical experiments made, that I 
never will be. But a system has now 
been devised whereby the various gov 
erumeuts are free from "Interference' 
by tbe other stations, and tbe varlou 
Navy Departments to whom wireless 
telegraphy Is of tbe most use, are abl 
to Ignore tbe operation of outside tta 
ttoni.

A LOCUST GROVE. 


An Indiana reader of these notes 


writes Inquiring as to the better meth 
od to get a grove of black locust trees 
itarted—whether to plant the seeds In 
the field where he wants the trees to 
grow or to plant them In rows rather 
thick and later transplant. 'Assuming 
that this variety of tree Is sufficiently 
hardy to stand the winter In our cor- 
respondent's locality, which It is noi 
for the territory In which the writer 
lives, we would say that the lattet 
method would be preferable, In that It 
enables one to select his trees with 
reference to size and thrlftlness at 
planting time, resulting in a grove of 
much more uniform -size than could be 
secured by planting the seeds where it 
Is Intended the trees should stand. 
Tills practice of transplanting Is gen- 
erally followed in nurseries, and ex- 
perience hns proved it to be most sat- 
isfactory. 


NEW 
L'SES FOIl CEMENT. 


The Increasing price of even the 


coarsest and poorest grades of lumber 
is resulting In the use of cement for a 
great variety of purposes. One of these 
is in the construction of water tanks. 
The difficulty that would naturally be 
eneountert-d in likelihood of bursting 
of tho tank by the freezing of the wa- 
ter Is obviated by making the cement 
tank with sloping sides and an angula: 
bottom like tlie ordinary hog trough. 
It is found that when water freezes m 
such n tank tlu> ice formed gets practi- 
cally no lerernge, it being forced up 
rather thau forcing the sides of the 
tank out and cracking them. In spite 
of the many new uses to which con- 
crete is being put it is safe to say that 
tho cement buslr.css is still In its in- 
fancy, there being an enormous devel- 
opment still awaiting It.

large per cent of Its nutritive value. 
But when roasted It retains practical- 
ly all of Its flavor and most of Its nu- 
tritive value. 
The latter method of 


rooking would therefore seem to have 
much to commend It. 


A method that has been found ef- 


fective In checking damage done by 
the strawberry leaf roller, a pest that 
Is proving a serious one In many of 
Uic strawberry districts, consists In 
mowing the vines closely as soon' as 
the last of the fruit has been harvest- 
ed, allowing them to dry for two or 
three days and then scattering suffi- 
cient straw over the bed, so that with 
the dry vines the bed can he burned 
over clean. 
This treatment destroys 


all eggs and Insects and does not dam 
ngc the bed, as one might be led to 
think.

The careful householder, whether liv- 


ing In town or country, will make a 
thorough inspection of the flues and 
chimneys of the house before stoves and 
furnaces are started full Wast for the 
winter mouths. The doing of this now 
and making necessary repairs m the 
way of entirely new chimneys or a ce- 
menting of old ones will prevent the 
family's being routed out of warm 
beds by an alarm of fire some night 
during the next few months when the 
thermon-cter is 15 below zero. A se- 
rious feature of fires originating In the 
above manner is that they are as a 
rule In Inaccessible places and get un- 
der good headway before they are dis- 
covered and water can be got on them. 
Fix chimneys and save a burn out.

The production of one egg within an- 


other is of frequent occurrence, and, 
though now and then recorded as a 
curiosity, the so called phenomenon 
Is very easily accounted for. It is 
Invariably caused by overstimulation 
of the system by feeding. The ovum, 
or yolk, when mature is received Into 
the upper part of the oviduct, a tube 
nearly two feet in length in the do- 
mestic fowl, and in its descent is cloth- 
ed successively with tlie layers of al- 
bumen, or white, the lining membrane 
of the shell, and finally on arriving at 
the classifying portion of fie oviduct is 
enveloped In a shell itself. Ordinarily 
the egg is then expelled, but in the 
ease of the priduct of a double yolkecl 
egg a reverse action of tlie oviduct 
takes place, anil the egg Is carried 
back, meets with another ovum and I 
redescoii'ls. wirli it, the two being sur- 
rounded together with albumen, mem- 
brane and shell.

Wood Paving fa* StnwU. 


Wood baa long uetii mad tot ttiwt 


pavemeuU. Only within tb« p««« hw 
ytare, bowevvr, ban It been aatinfacto- 
nly adopted lu the cities ot tlie United 
Mates. Previous failure*, tlw Govern- 
ment forestry nervloe j»y», cau be meed 
almost entirely lo Improper construc- 
tion or methods of preparation. 
In 


most cawM round blocks of cedar or 
other woods were uwd, without pre- 
cautions against decay aud without ad> 
equate fouudatlou for the pavement. 
The constqueuee was tbat as a paving 
material wood fell Into disfavor. 


Recent u*e of rectangular wooden 


block* for street paveuieuta has given 
excellent re>ulu. Many engineers bd- 
lleve tbat these blocks, when properly 
creoiuted and laid on a concrete foun- 
dation, make a pavement which pon- 
seiweti high excellence lu a greater num- 
ber of eaoeutlal qualities than auy other 
now hi use. Among these qualities 
are great aiuoutbueas, low traction re- 
alitance, minimum noise, aud, con- 
sidering Its 
aiuuotbueM, 
compara- 


tively little ullpperiueoa. Sllpperluess 
has sometime* proved objectionable, 
but it Is uot greater fur wood thau for 
abeet .asphalt, all temperature condi- 
tions considered; and wood Is much 
leu variable lu this particular tbau la 
the aephalt. 
It IB probable tbat uo 


other pavement with equally slight 
tractlou resistance will be found lees 
slippery. Wood pavement is also easy 
lo clean aud to maiutaln, aud when 
well laid give* promise of proving more 
durable tbau auy other except one con- 
structed of the hardest grauite. 


Tbe cost of creoaoted wood pavement 


Is at present comparatively high, aver- 
aging about $3 per square yard, includ- 
ing coucrede fouudatlou. In several 
cities, however, tbe cost of the pave- 
ment has beeu reduced materially be- 
low this figure, and good results bave 
beeu secured. In Minneapolis, where 
tbe city itself lays the pavement, the 
total cost per yard Is approximately 
(2.60. To attempt to cheapen tbe price, 
however, at the expense of thorough- 
ness of treatment or careful construc- 
tion Is with creosoted wood pavement, 
particularly dangerous economy. Even 
at tbe prevailing price the excellence 
of this pavement cause* many engi- 
neers to regard It as tbe beat general- 
purpose one now iu use. 


Tbe rive cities in which the largest 


amounts of wood pavements are found 
are iu order, Indianapolis, Now York, 
Minneapolis, Toledo aud Boston. To- 
gether, these cities have more creoaoted 
wood pavement than all other cities in 
tbe United Stolen contained. Tbe total 
amount of lblt> pavement m use iu this 
couulry at the eua of tbe year 1905 
was about 1,400,000 aquare yards, equi- 
valent to nearly eighty miles of pave- 
ment on a streei thiity feet wide. 


Two main causes have militated 


against a wider adoption of the creo- 
aoted block pavement. One has beeu 
tbe prejudice which was engendered by 
tbe former experience wltb wood: the 
other Is the rise iu price of longleat or 
Georgia nine, which Is the wood now 
principally used. The Forest Service 
» making luvertlgatious to mid out 
what woods are most suitable for use lu 
pavlug, aud whether less expensive 
woods could not be uned to supplement 
tbe Georgia pin*. Tbe Investigations 
have been upon three lines—to .learn 
tbe present situation, to make tests of 
the suitability of various woods, aud to 
lay experimental pavements aud note 
their wear under actual traffic condi- 
tions. 


An experimental pavement has now 


been laid iu tbe city of Mlnu.-apolia, us 
a co-operative uuderaklug between tbe 
city government aud tbe Forest Ser- 
VltM. Different woods weie donated, 
In lots of 13,000 board feet, by a u um- 
ber of lumber dalllp'ahles or lumber as- 
sociations interested iu (jsteudluj} tti/i 
market for their respective wodtla. 
Creosote aud treatment were contribut- 
ed by two manufacturers of wood pave- 
ment. 


Tbe woods used were lotigleaf uiue, 


Norway pine, tamarack, white blrcb, 
Western larch and 
Washington fir. 


Ail blocka were laid with tbe grain 
vertical, aud were four Inches wide, 
and from 
four to ten inches long. 


Tbese block* were Impregnated with 
creosote aud laid upon » fcuudation of 
Portland cement concrete. Successive 
section* of tbe pavement were laid lu 
dtflereut woods. Also the angles of 
tbe course* were varied, one being at 
right angles to traffic, another at 45 de- 
grees, ana a third between the two, or 
67} degrees. 


This experimental pavement was laid 


on a street which Carrie* the heaviest 
traffic of tbe city, «o tbat comparative 
remits can be obtained In aa short a 
tlmear possible. Traffic records will 
be made twice a montb, on different 
days of tbe watk, aud from tbeae rec- 
ords au accurate knowledge of traffic 
conditions may be obtained. 


This investigation should furnish defi- 


nite informationou tbe following points: 
Tbe suitability of tbe various woods, 
tbe relative value of beartwood aud up- 
wood, tbe best dimension* for the 
blocks and most serviceable augle for 
tbe courses.—Boston Transcript.
